THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State qualified to vote in Town 


affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
New Ipswich on Tuesday the tenth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges and make appropriations for the same. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise such amounts 
as the Highway Commissioner may recommend. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise money for 
Memorial Day. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise, and appro- 
priate money for the observance of the 175th anniversary of 
the town charter. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Article 7. To choose one member of the Electric Light 
Committee. 


Article 8. To choose one member for the Trust Funds. 


Article 9. To see if the town will choose the Trustees of the 
Trust Funds for the Trustees of the Spaulding School Fund. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise Fifteen Hun- 
dred Dollars for street lighting. 
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Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise two thousand 
two hundred and fifty dollars. Two thousand to be paid on 
the principal of the note, and two hundred and fifty as one 
year’s interest. . 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise four hundred 
dollars to prevent the spread of the white pine blister rust. 
In addition to this the State will give One hundred dollars and 
furnish a Supervisor for the work. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to build an electric 
light line to begin at Guy C. Blanchard’s proceeding along by 
Leonard Aho, Anderson’s, Alfred Kirola, Matti Lampi, John 
Kunsisto, John Lampi, taking the northwest road over Farwell 
hill through the old poor farm, onward to Alfred Fox, to Henry 
Erickson’s. If the proposed line is put in twelve of the men on 
this route have pledged one week’s work each. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Elec- 
tric Light Commission to build an electric light line from the 
top of Town Hill to the residence of Willmore D. Ashley and 
raise two hundred and fifty dollars for the same. Mr. Ashley 
will buy power for a small motor. 

Article 15. To see what price the town will vote to pay 
for work on the Highways. 

Article 16. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to charging a nominal admission fee of those attending our 
Stearns lectures from other towns, said fees to be used to improve 
the course. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to accept the gift of 
Laura M. Barr, under the terms of her letter.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CiTIzENs OF New Ipswicu: 


I submit my second annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


ScHOOL ORGANIZATION 


At the close of school last June we were faced with the neces- 
sity of securing five new teachers, that number having resigned 
to go elsewhere. Such a wholesale change is always a loss to 
the school system but we have been fortunate in replacement. 
Miss Lucille Harris, at the Junior High School, had had two 
years previous experience and special work at both college and 
Normal School. Miss Bertha Whelpley in the Intermediate 
Grades at Number One, and Miss Abbie Shea at Highbridge 
School were both graduated from the Keene Normal School 
last June but were without experience previous to this year. 
Miss Beatrice Pettengill at Number Five and Miss Almira 
Rock at Number Six had had one year experience and two 
special summer Normal School training periods, each. All 
of these teachers as well as Mrs. Corthell and Miss Monson, 
. are doing their work well and the schools are making good pro- 
gress. We were obliged to secure a new music supervisor, Miss 
Tibbetts of Fitchburg, who has had some special training for 
the work and had had experience in private teaching of music. 


The registration in all of the schools is not much different 
from that of last year and the attendance is very materially 
improved, except for the absence at Number Four School 
which was due to the epidemic of whooping cough. 


About a year ago a contract was entered into by the trustees 
of Appleton Academy and the School Board by which the 
Academy is now classified as a semi-public high school and is 
entitled to the services of the Superintendent and assumes 
many of the characteristics of a public high school. It is to be 
hoped that a much larger proportion of the pupils completing 
our Junior High School work will eventually enter the Academy 
and avail themselves of the opportunities there afforded. The 
enrollment of the high schools of New Hanpshire has been 
growing very rapidly in the past decade and any pupil who does 
not avail himself of the opportunity of a high school education 
is bound to be more seriously handicapped in the future than 
has been the case in the past. 
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SUPERVISION 


The chief function of the Superintendent of Schools is of 
course to supervise the work of the teachers, and this is ac- 
complished chiefly in two ways: by visits to the teachers at 
work, and by means of standard tests. The statistical report 
which follows shows a total of 119 supervisory visits during 
the school year, or an average of 17 visits per teacher. It would 
be desirable if this average could be increased but a large pro- 
portion. of the Superintendent’s time is necessarily taken up 
with administrative duties. During the past school year about 
42% of my time was devoted to school visiting; about 38% 
to office work which included the study of standard tests re- 
ferred to above; about 13% to other administrative duties 
within the Supervisory Union; and about 7% to administra- 
tive duties that took me away from the Union. 

The same standard tests have been used this year as last, 
-and cover the subjects of arithmetic, reading, spelling, writing 
and language. Detailed study of the results enables the super- 
visor to know with considerable accuracy the quality of teach- 
ing being done, and enables him to make suggestions to the 
teachers on the basis of definite facts. For example, a set of 
language tests was recently given in grades seven and eight 
and first two years at the Academy, and definite recommenda- 
tions and directions were given to the teachers on the basis of 
the results of these tests. 


MepDIcAL INSPECTION 


The annual medical inspection was carried out in October 
by Dr. Pease with the assistance of the new school nurse, Miss 
Grace Lucas. They examined 174 pupils and found the follow- 
ing defects: ;

Skin Disease 1 
Pediculosis 5 
Orthopedic Defects 2 
Defective Teeth 97 
Enlarged Tonsils 13 
Unvaccinated 1 


Treatments since the last examination were reported as 
follows: | 
Defective teeth 45 
Enlarged Tonsils 3 
The one unvaccinated pupil was excluded from school until 
he should have complied with the law. The report of the school 
nurse follows this report. 
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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

The painting and other general repairs and the extensive 
alterations at Number One School recommended in the School 
Board’s report a year ago were accomplished and the buildings 
are in excellent condition. The alterations at the Number One 
School have made two very attractive rooms with excellent 
lighting and they are well heated and ventilated. The store 
room on the main floor is a great convenience and books and 
other materials can now be cared for properly and distributed 
easily. The unexpected and unprecedented drouth has ren- 
dered our flush toilets entirely ineffective without our even 
having had an opportunity to test their value up to this time. 
There appears to be no reason why they should not be entirely 
satisfactory if a supply of water could be had. It would seem 
from this experience, and also from the fact that the water 
from the well was tested last summer and found not suitable 
for drinking, that a well or spring ought to be found elsewhere 
and piped to the building. Certainly we should not continue 
to use the old outhouse any longer than may be absolutely nec- 
essary because of its unsatisfactory and unsanitary condition. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I believe that only the ordinary repairs will be necessary 
next summer but special attention must be given to the toilets 
at all the rural schools. It is only by constant and very thor- 
ough cleaning and renovating that this type of toilet can be 
kept in a satisfactory sanitary condition. 

I will call attention to the arrangement that has been made in 
the past with the Appleton Academy for the housing of the 
Junior High School. The accommodations we have there are 
very satisfactory to us and the Trustees have been very liber- 
al in allowing us the use of the room without cost except for 
janitor service. Now that the Academy finds itself in diffi- 
cult circumstances [| would suggest that the district consider 
whether it should not assume an equitable share of the expense 
of heating and maintaining the room occupied by the Junior 
High School. 

Let me express. again my appreciation of the loyalty and effec- 
tive work of the teachers, both in the public school and at the 
Academy, the interest shown by the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion, and the constant support and cooperation of the School 
Board.

Music Supervisor’s Report 


I have made twelve visits to the New Ipswich schools, begin- 
ning with October sixteenth, in the capacity of music supervisor. 

Because of the limited amount of time devoted to music, it 
has been necessary for me to group the first three grades in one 
class and the fourth, fifth and sixth grades in another. 

The principal work in the first three grades has been indi- 
vidual work with monotones, rote songs and songs for the holi- 
days. Special attention has been given to the third grades, in 
sight reading since Christmas, as the aim is to have it carry 
over to their fourth grade work, next year. 
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In the intermediate grades the work has been centered on 

study and art songs. 
_ It is very essential that the children have a reasonable read- 
ing knowledge of music, if they are to do any part singing and 
chorus work later. Therefore, the foundation for this must 
be laid in the intermediate grades. 

The seventh and eighth grade work has been confined to 
unison and two part singing. Review and drill work on sight 
reading has also been necessary. 

It is rather difficult to see any marked improvement in so 
short a period of time, but I am hoping that from my efforts 
the children will have a greater love for music and a better 
ability to translate it into their own lives. 

I sincerely appreciate the efforts and co-operation of the 
teachers in my work.

In our report of last year we asked the co-operation of the 
parents in sending their children to school regularly. We are 
glad to report that the attendance has greatly improved in all 
the schools. 

For several years now the trustees of Appleton Academy have 
extended the hospitality of the Academy to the Junior High 
School without any expense to the town except a small per cent 
of the janitor’s salary. Now that the income of the Academy 
has been reduced by the failure of the Amoskeag common stock 
to pay dividends, the trustees feel obliged to reduce expenses 
of operations. They have asked us to pay half of the expenses 
of heating which amounts to three hundred and fifty dollars, 
this plus our share of the janitor’s salary would amount to 
four hundred and forty-two dollars. This seems a small amount 
compared to what it would cost to maintain a separate building. 

Mr. Ames in his report has explained to you the need of a 
new water supply at No. 1 school. 

-We wish to express our appreciation of the splendid co-oper- 
ation of Mr. Ames and the teachers, and the ready support of 
the Red Cross and the Parent-Teacher Association.

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District Nurse Report 


I herein submit my report for the first four months as School 
Nurse in the Town of New Ipswich. 


Class room inspections have been made once a month in the 
schools for infectious and skin diseases, pediculosis, unclean- 
liness, defective teeth, poor nutrition and poor posture. 


Health talks have been given on correct posture, the care of 
the body and hair, the prevention of colds and other diseases; 
the importance of good food habits, fresh air and exercise; 
the care of the teeth and mouth. 


All the pupils have been weighed and measured, very few 
found to be as much as seven pounds under weight. Efforts 
will be made during the year to bring these pupils up to stand- 
ard weight. 


The Junior Red Cross has been organized in all the schools 
and I hope the pupils, parents and teachers will all be interested 
in it so as to make it a success in the schools, as I feel that it 
creates a very fine school spirit as well as having a very good 
health program connected with it. 


Through the kindness of the Parent-Teacher Association 
one hot dish served at the noon hour to the pupils who bring 
their lunch is being successfully carried out in all the schools. 


People are aware of the fact that more and more stress is 
being placed upon the importance of teaching hygiene in our 
public schools. They realize that many things are being -under- 
taken and accomplished in school hygiene that were unheard of 
a decade ago. The forming of good health habits and the cor- 
rection of the defects found by the School physician are laying a 
foundation of health, happiness and efficiency in the future 
citizen, for the strength of the town or nation is in the health 
of the people. 


It has been most gratifying to find so much response and 
interest shown by the teachers and pupils in health work and 
also by their parents, as has been shown in the homes where 
visits have been made. I sincerely hope the parents of the 
pupils will feel that when I come to their homes it Is not in a 
critical but friendly spirit and to seek their co-operation for the 
welfare of the child, hoping that I may be able to help them in 
the child health problems by my experience in child welfare 
work.
